comodonntoa prizefight which had taken 
place in the neighborhood. 

Thai night Adelaide, who occupied n separ- 
ate room from her siiter, tat up fate— long af- 
ter all Ihe household bad retired to rest. She 
had a lono; interview wilh her father, and had 
been reading a chapter to which he had direct- 
ed her attention, and since had packed up 
her jewels, &c. She was consequently, still 
drctted when the church clock tolled midniglil.

He had previously repeatedly accom- 
panied Lieutcaaut Gibaut, when he carried out 
water to extiogisb (be fire." Or the cats of 
Sargeant W. Napier, at Azimgbur, who res- 
cued his comrade, Private Benjamin Miloes, 
" remained wilh him at the baiard of his life, 
when surrounded by Sepoys, baod3«ed his 
wounds under fire, ond then caryierf him in 
safety to the convoy." We may deploro tho 
fact that so long after tbo mission" of pcaco 
wars continue lo be necessary in tbo world ; 
but \te still have barbarous enemies, treacher- 
ous Sepoys, and perhaps arnbilious neighbors 
nearer home, towards whom a manly front is 
essential, not only to our own independence, 
but to the due performance of our trust.

is not a disticeiu>n wUch the Queen can be- 
stow which is more valued ilan ibe [Jsio Vic- 
toria Crou.

The ordinary 
bank of course, is catly able to delect ibe 
cheat j but ordinary person, might be, a-i J are, 
n-adily imposed upon. The easiest way of de- 
lecting tha forgery is by looking at the "wat. 
erioailr," which shows upon the paper on 
which lbs note is printed* holding it to Ihe light 
end contains ihe real number of the note.
